REPORT 

OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOE  COMMITTEE. 


With  the  close  of  the  school  year,  it  becomes  our  duty 
to  report  to  you  the  condition  of  the  schools  of  our  town. 
We  believe  that,  as  a  whole,  the  schools  are  in  good  con- 
dition and  doing  a  very  satisfactory  work.  The  teachers 
have  been  generally  faithful  to  their  duties,  and,  as  migh+ 
be  expected,  the  schools  have  shown  a  commendable 
progress.  The  parents  in  some  of  the  districts  have  dis- 
played their  interest  in  their  children's  good  by  their 
attendance  at  examinations  and  other  times.  We  wish  all 
parents  and  friends  would  awake  to  greater  interest  in 
school  matters.  Visit  often  and  let  your  teachers  and 
young  friends  know  and  feel  that  you  have  a  deep  and 
abiding  interest  in  their  welfare.  School  matters  are  too 
much  neglected.  The  education  of  the  young  is  one  of 
the  most  important  duties  which  we  are  called  upon  to 
perform,  and,  as  a  general  thing,  is  the  one  that  is  the 
least  attended  to.  We  hire  our  teachers  and  place  them 
in  the  schoolroom,  and  confide  the  intellectual  training 
of  our  children  entirely  to  them,  and  apparently  have  no 
further  thought  or  care  about  the  matter.  This  should 
be  remedied,  and  the  quicker  all  people  wake  up  to  their 
duties,  the  quicker  and  better  will  be  the  results.  Do 
not  let  us  shirk  our  responsibilities  in  this  particular  any 
longer.  If  it  was  any  other,  or  at  least  most  any  other 
business,  and  especially  if  dollars  and  cents  were  immedi- 
ately concerned,  we  should  be  full  of  zeal  and  activity. 
That  these  statements  are  true,  look  around  you  for  proof. 
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Those  school  districts  in  which  the  friends  make  it  a 
point  to  be  present  at  examinations  and  at  other  times  are 
invariably  the  best.  The  teacher,  if  faithful  to  his  calling, 
will  be  glad  to  greet  you,  and  the  little  ones  proud  and 
happy  to  display  their  acquirements  to  an  appreciative 
circle  of  admiring  friends.  Try  it,  and  let  your  young 
friends  have  reason  to  feel  that  you  have  their  best  inter- 
ests very  near  to  your  hearts.  Of  the  new  school  law  we 
have  at  this  time  but  very  little  to  say.  Undoubtedly  it 
has  some  good  points,  and  in  villages  will  prove  advanta- 
geous ;  but  the  outlying  districts  will  view  it  with  distrust, 
and  its  application  will  be  watched  with  jealous  care  and 
anxiety.  They  will  feel  and  wish  that  the  money  they  are 
taxed  to  pay  for  school  purposes  should  and  ought  to  be 
expended  in  their  own  vicinities  and  for  their  own  chil- 
dren, and,  in  strict  justice,  will  they  not  be  right  ?  The 
town  system  has  worked  well  in  other  states,  and  those 
who  were  opposed  to  the  law  before  it  was  enacted  should 
now  be  willing  to  give  it  a  fair  trial  before  condemning 
it,  and  its  friends  should  not  seek  for  changes  that  are  not 
clearly  needed.  If  selfishness  is  put  aside  and  the  law  is 
administered  in  a  spirit  of  justice  to  all,  it  will  satisfy  all 
reasonable  men. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 


District  !No.  1. 


The  schools  have  been  under  the  management  of  the 
same  corps  of  instructors  as  was  reported  last  year. 
Miss  Brackett  has  now  served  two  years,  Miss  Taggart 
three  years,  and  Miss  Worthley  nearly  four  years.  The 
advantage  of  permanency  is  very  great,  as  a  school  must 
lose  time  with  each  change,  in  a  new  teacher  becoming 
acquainted  with  her  scholars.  So  long,  then,  as  a  teacher 
proves  herself  reasonably  competent  and  faithful,  it  is  a 
matter  of  economy  to  retain  her.  We  believe  our 
teachers  have  done  faithful  work  during  the  year.  They 
have  endeavored  to  raise  the  standard  a  little  higher  each 
term.  If  they  have  not  succeeded  to  the  extent  desired, 
it  has  not  been  because  of  indolence  or  any  lack  of  effort 
on  their  part.  Whatever  there  may  have  been  of  failure 
is  due  to  a  spirit  of  lawlessness  that  has  possessed  a  very 
few  of  the  scholars.  Where  this  is  encouraged  at  home, 
as  we  have  some  reason  to  fear  it  is  in  a  few  cases,  either 
by  not  frowning  upon  insubordination,  or  by  taking  the 
part  of  a  corrected  pupil,  a  difficult  and  perplexing  situa- 
tion is  the  result.  Pupils  should  be  taught  at  home  to 
respect  the  authority  of  the  school,  and  every  indication 
of  insubordination  should  there  be  checked,  and  at  once. 
By  what  has  been  said,  it  is  not  meant  that  there  has  been 
any  special  manifestation  in  this  direction  during  the  past 
year,  but  only  that  some  indications  of  it  have  occurred 
which  had  better  have  been  omitted. 

A  rule  with  regard  to  contagious  diseases  has  been 
adopted  during  the  year,  which  is  here  published  for 
information :  — 

"ISTo  pupil  having  had  any  contagious  disease  shall  be 
permitted  to  attend  school,  or  enter  the  schoolhouse 
grounds,  until  there  be  no  longer  danger  of  communica- 
ting the  disease,  which  shall  be  certified  to  by  a  physician." 

~No  occasion  for  the  enforcement  of  the  truant  law  has 
been  brought  to  our  notice  during  the  year. 
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We  feel  called  upon  to  urge,  and  in  the  strongest  terms,. 
the  importance  of  raising  more  money  for  the  support  of 
our  schools  than  is  required  by  law.  It  is  becoming  a 
very  serious  question  what  we  are  to  do  with  our  primary 
scholars.  Already  there  are  more  pupils  than  can  be  pro- 
vided with  seats  and  desks.  We  absolutely  need  four 
teachers  to  do  anything  like  justice  to  the  numbers  we 
now  have,  and  the  numbers  are  continually  increasing. 
The  only  way  that  presents  itself  to  us  is  to  raise  a  sum 
of  mone}7  sufficient  to  support  another  school,  or  to  pay 
an  assistant  teacher. 

Some  better  way  for  the  heating  of  the  schoolrooms 
must  soon  be  devised.  The  furnaces  are  badly  worn.  So- 
much  heat  is  wasted  that,  on  cold  days,  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  make  the  house  comfortable. 

Some  little  instruction  in  the  rudiments  of  singing  has 
been  given  in  the  two  lower  rooms  during  the  last  two- 
terms,  by  Miss  Addie  S.  Grant,  The  little  ones  have 
enjoyed  it,  and  have  made  commendable  improvement. 
This  instruction  has  been  paid  for  by  private  subscription. 
No  change  in  school  books  has  been  made  during  the; 
year.
